in the cold grey 
a prison. No longer 
® person but merely a number. 
How often do we encounter 
those two phrases in novels 
and@he daily press in discuss- 
ing prisoners? Few of us asa 
rule give it a serious thought. 
We may have some individual 
incident of a prisoner called 
to our attention through some 
spectacular act but usually 
we give it little thought ex- 
cept a little pang of pity at 
times for the convict. 

To the United States as a 
whole however the problem of 
the prisoher is a question and 
a serious One. How many are 
there in the United States? 
What is their age? Why were 
they sent to prison? And we 
might continue to ask numer- 
ous qucstions: that should be 
generally known but as a mat- 
ter of fact are not. 

The latest census compiled 
by the United States Govern- 
ment prisoners is just off the 
press and is for a compilation 
made in™ 1923. The next pre- 
vious to that was in 1910. 

On January 1, 1923 there | 
-were 81,479 prisoners in pris- 
ons and reformatories in the 
Uited States while 28,140 were

confined in jails and work- 
houses.
